Applicant's arguments filed on 1/29/2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues claiming that Mandell does not suggest "a decoder 
simultaneously and separately receiving a "first signal" and a "second signal", the 
examiner disagree and submits that Mandell shows in figure 9, where a first input 
representing a high frequency signal (background signal) is separately received by the 
decoder at block 402 and a second input representing a low frequency signal is 
separately received by the decoder at block 404.
